Great Earthquake at Valparaiso. 


The following is a circumstantial account of the 
great Kurthquake which oceurred at Valparaiso, 
on the 19th of Nowember, 1822, as related by » 
geatieman, who was there at the time; although 
tt took place some time since, yet many of the de- 
taiis are new and highly interesting. 

* The weather, this evening, was remarkslly 
pleasant, snd not the least thing occurred, which 
could be considered a6 an indication of the dread. 
ful earthquakewhich laid this city ia ruins. FP hod 
scarcely retived to bed, whew all at once, the house 
began to shake violently; the plaster flew about 
wall directions, and the furniture was thrown 
down with great force. Limmediately sprung up, 
ond notwithstanding the darkness, reached the 
outer door, after having been thrown down sever. 
altimes. The door was locked, and to add to my 
misfortune, the key fell out. Here then, was 1, 
without @ fight, locked up ina dark entry, and cx- 
pecting ever’ moment that the honse would fall, 
and bury me beneath the ruins. With presence of 
mind, surprising even to myself, 1 stooped down, 
and to my jay, laid hold of the key. 

* After | had escaped from the house, T was 
still ignorant of what course to take, when FP per- 
ceived a lirht in the court, and followed the direc- 
tion of it, reached the street in safety. Here, all 
was consternation and uproar—tbe ground appear. 
ed like the waves of the sea—the air was filled 
with dust—and the inbabitants were flying in eve 
ty direction, By this time, the first chock had | 
ceased, Being almost nuked, | turned back to get | 
my clothes, but had scarcely reached the house, 
when a second shock commenced, with less vin. 
lence, however, than before, Having, at length, 
obtained my clothes, LT weat to the beach, with the 
view of yetting aboard the ship-—there were 
cracks in shore of width and depth sufficient tor 
the insertion of a man's arm 

“ The ship, although lying in 20 fathoms of wa 
ter was singularly affected by this phenomenon, | 
her guns bifted trom the deck, as of by magic- 
and the vessel appeared ag if she had strock on the 
rocks, Weothe earthquake had continued much 
longer, our decks must have been stove through, 
the guns came down with suth violence. 

** The native inhabitants, for the most part, fed 
to the mountains, bat the resident tore den 
shelter on board the vessels lying there 
ing ashore, the newt day, Lobserved that a small 
building, scarecly six yards from our house, bad 
been completely covered by the dirt and stones 
which feH trom the mountain, at whose base it 
stood, Our house was not thrown down, 
was one of the strongest in Valparaiso; but was 
se much racked, thatut did not appear worth re. 
pairing. Captains of weasels which arrived after 
the earthquake, remarked that they frequentiy 
saw large shoals of fish lying dead on the surface 
of the water. | 

“Among the sufferers by this melancholy event, | 
wae an Trishinan, who having acquired # large for 
tune by commerce, had that day, retiwed into a 
thew house inthe country. At the time when the 
earthquake occurred, his two children were sleep 
ng, one on a couch in the corner of the room, | 
he other on a mattrass inthe middle of the Hoor. | 
As they were thus lymg a beam fell across the | 
couch and crushed it to atoms, while another fell 
upon the mattrass, and overwhelmed it with the | 
ruins A short time afler, they were both dug | 
out, vot m the least hurt, and restored to the arms | 
of their distracted parente, 

“But to recount every particular of thin awful | 
event, would carry me beyond my bmits, suffice | 
it to say, that shocks were felt more or le as, fir | 
the apace of three months.”
